L T H O V G H the cost o f an egg) Bv m ixing the dough the night before 
seem s but a sm all item in the j and putting it on ice it w ill be found 
sum total o f food expenses, it easy to handle. 
com es under the list of luxur­ 
ies when not actually necessary as food; 
and when the price begins to soar to 
that point where the average house­ 
keeper begins to be as choice of using 
eggs as -she is o f her be^t china, then 
she often wishes for eggless recipes. 
There are many which come under 
this head, and also which call for eggs, 
in which the number can be lessened 
without any serious detriment to the 
confection; but the careful housew ife 
hesitates during the high-price season 


G in g er G em s 
Put one cupful of m ousses. one cup­ 
ful of sugar and one large tablespoonful 
of butter 
in 
a 
saucepan 
and 
warm 
slightly, but do not m elt; beat well and 
■stir for ten m inutes; then add tw o table­ 
spoonfuls o f ginger, one teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, and. gradually, one cupful o f 
sour milk. 
S ift one teaspoonful o f 
soda with five cupfuls o f sifted flour 
and add to the m ixture; have gem irons 
very h o t; fill two-thirds full, sprinkle 
about using even one egg in making hot granulated sugar over the tops and bake 
breads, cakes, etc , reserving them as 
substitutes for meat. 
Even in recipes calling for eggs, if 
quantity and not quality is sacrificed, 
one will secure good results. 
Poor eggs 
are dear at any price, and while eggs 
cannot be too fresh for serving as food, 
less fresh ones can be used when com ­ 
bining them with other ingredients; sta’e 
eggs. though, should never be em ployed; 
it is betted not to have any. 
The feeding and forced habits o f the 
ordinary fowl have a greater influence 
over the flavor of eggs than is generally 
recognized, and the breed of the fow l 
also influences the quality. U nlike meat, 
the cheaper eggs can never be said to be 
just as good as or more nutritious than 
the dearest. 
It is the small, useless expenditures 
and w aste which tell in the household 
expense, and require the closest watch­ 
ing, and especially is this so in eggs. 
If 
one has been used to making coffee with 
egg. just try it w ith the sheell alone, or 
even without. 
The philosophy of using 
an egg in the beverage is to clear it, 
and the shells will do this as well as the 
yolk or white. 
B efore the egg is broken 
rinse the shell in dean, cold water. 
If 
an egg is used for hot breads, cakes or 
cookies, save the shell, and when em pty­ 
in g it for the food run the finger around 
the inside to rem ove every particle of 
the albumen. 
T his is too often neglect­ 
ed by many housew ives, and in a dozen 
eggs the am ount o f albumen saved often 
m easures tw o tablespoonfuls—quite an 
item when eggs arc expensive. 
Rem em ­ 
b e r , though, that when eggs are elim in­ 
a t e d cream or milk must be used, as 
water will not answer 
A ll measurem ents given here are level 
unless otherw ise stated. 
A ll dry in­ 
gredients are measured after siftin g and 
then sifted again; in measuring, level 
off with a knife. 
If the batter seems 
too stiff, remember that cake without 
eggs requires a stiffer batter. 


Cookies 
T ake tw o-thirds o f a cupful o f *oft 
ened butter, one and one-half cupful of 
sour cream, tw o cupfuls of sugar, one 
teaspoonful o f soda and four cupfuls oj: 
pastry flour. 
Stir the butter and sugar 
together, then add the cream, then the 
flour in which the salt and soda have 
been w ell sifted together. 
Add more 
flour if necessary to make a dough to 
be w ell handled. 
Roll out on boarc 
a..'* cut, baking in a quick oven. 
Keep 
the m aterials all cold while rolling out, 
and the cookies w ill require less flour.
